‘The factory system 
and the spinning of flax by machinery 
gradually changed this primitive mode 
of making linen. ‘Today, it is rare to 
see an acre of flax in Scotland. The 
raising of fat cattle and sheep in the 
face of higher paid labour has made the 
growing of flax unprofitable. In Scot- 
land, | have seen flax grown which 
would compare favorably with best 
Russian, which was spun by hand into 
60 lea yarn—18000 yards tothe pound. .

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BLESSING THE BELL 


Interesting and Unique Service Held at 
South Church last Sunday 
Morning, 


The old cracked-tones are gone and in 
their place, the clear, sweet tones of the 
new bell have rung out for the past 
week, For a whole week workmen had 
been engaged in taking out the old bell | 
which of course had to be lowered from 
the outside of the spire, and when this 
was successfully done, preparations 
were rapidly “made to put the new one 
in position, an undertaking entrusted to 
Ss. Byron Bodwell of Lawrence, and 
| Saunders the local plumber. 

Last Thursday afternoon everything 
, Was in readiness and Friday morning 
| the bell was hoisted,to the belfry and 
then installed. The work of connectjon 
with the frame was completed that day 
and Saturday forenoon the. new tell 
spoke its first message. The bell is 
somewhat ‘heavier in weight than the 
old bell and weighs 1205 pounds, Jt is 
pitched in Ab the old ‘bell being in 
G, The wheel attached to the bell for 
the bell rope is somwhat larger and in 
consequence the ringer was forced to 
learn over again. Meneely ahd Co. of 


Sunday morning at 10 o’dlock, betw een 
forty and fifty members of the South 
chureh gatliered in the vestibule fora 
short consecration service over the new 
bell. Three Psalms were read respon- 
sively by pastor and people, a hymn 
sung, prayer offered -by Rev. Mr. Ship- 
man, and the benediction. pronounced 
by Prof. John Phelps Taylor. 

This week the bel’ has been raised 
six inches higher from the floor of-the 
belfry and an improvement imthe tone 
of the bell has been noticeable. 


Many Fire Alarms.

ALsevenin- the-evening the inen wer 
called to the’ house_of Mrs. Alfred HS 
Hall for a slight blaze in the chimney 
which started from the fire in the fire- 
place. A chemical soon extinguished 
the tire, no damage being done. 

Hardly had the department returned 
when a large brush fire: was noticed in 
the direction of Pomp’s pond. The Bal- 
| lardvale department was out until three 
o'clock, Saturday morning. 

Saturday afternoon an alarm was rung 
in for a brush fire in Scotland district 
and the men had hardly returned when 
the box at the corner of Morton and 
Main streets was also rung in for a chim- 
ney tire in the house of Prof. Moorehead. 
As this number is one of the second 
alarm boxes the department did not re- 
spond until telephoned for. The use of 
a chemical soon extinguished the blaze.

The Anatole of Mr. Dale was 
good, and his manoeuvres with the foot- 
stool in the second act were well done. 
Ile was perhaps a little too manly in ap- 
pearance to suggest the infatuated 
school boy. ‘The Baron and his captivat- 
ing Baroness were admirably presented. 

Mrs. Phillips interpreted Louise as a 
dainty, girlish creature in contrast to 
the sterile, monosyllabic husband. Miss 
Slocum was an attractive and pretty Ma- 
thilde, and made her exits and entrances 
with a good deal of dash. 

The stage managers are, without 
doubt, to be thanked for materially aid- 
ing the smoothness of the play. It is ex- 
traordinary, though, how ideas expand 
with opportunity. Time was when the 
November Club stage was thought none 
too small for a park, an English drawing 
room, or a conservatory with vistas of 
ball room beyond. Though the Town 
hall stage is illimitable space in com- 
parison, yet with a good sized cast some 
of the action at the back of the stage is 
obscured. 

It is interesting to note how each suc- 
cessive .performance shows more ease 
and finish on the part of the players.

A GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY 


Hon. and Mrs. Moses T. 


Years of Wedded Life—Honored Guests at 
Their Home and Honoring Employees 


Stevens’ Celebrate. Fifty. 


in Pubfit. Assemblies. 


The golden cycle-of married life is 
completed ybut’ seldom in the swiftly 
rushing life of the present day, and 
hence the marking of such an event is 
impor- 
tance, But when the days ‘that nave 
been passed in that long journey mark 
many notable achievements, the anni- 
versary takes on newer and larger im- 
portance. Notable indeed have been the 
years which were gathered up in review 
by that honored-couple who during the 
past week have had tlie joy of reviewing 
a half century of wedded labor together, 
surrounded by .their friends and in the 
midst of their successes. 

Fifty years ago, on May 5, 1853, Moses 
“‘Lyler~Stevens--and Charlotte” Emeline 
Osgood, were-married. The home was 
established in the town where both par- 
‘ties had always lived and where the long 
years since have been spent. The names 
had long been linked with Andover, and, 
had been almost. since the coming of the 
Pilgrims a part of the records of the old 
Bay state. 


Mr. Stevens was born in Andover, Oc- 
tober 10, 1825, the son of Nathaniel Ste- 
vens and Harriet Hale. 


He received early instruction at the 
Old Franklin academy, since discon- 
tinued, and afterwards entered Phillips 
academy at Andover, where he was grad- 
uated in the class of 1842. In the same 
year he--entered Dartmouth college but 
spent but a short time at that institu- 
tion, leaving it to engage in business 
with his father, Captain Nathamel 
Stevens who began, among the earliest- 
of Massachusetts manufacturers, to 
make flannel at the . present site of the 
Stevens mills in Noth Andover, in 1812, 

The son succéeded the father as a suc- 
. cessivonvionbacturer, first as the.propri- 
etor of the old mill on the Cochichewick 
brook, adding to that plant, first a mill 
Franklin, 
followed by three others, until today he 
-controls” with bis~sons, the following 
plants. Stevens Mills, North Andover; 
Marland Mills, Andover; Stevens & Co., 
Haverhill; Franklin Mills, Franklin 
Falls, N. H.;-and~ the Osgood Mills at” 
North Andover, a recent purchase of the 
firm, situated with a privilege on the 
same stream, Cochichewick brook, as 
that upon which the first mentioned and

Merrimack Mutual Fite’ Insurance Com- 
pany. As its president he is deeply in- 
terested in the Stevens Linen Works of 
Webster, Mass. 

Mrs. Stevens was the daughter of 
Charlotte Adams and Captain Isaac Os- 
good, an old sea captain, and is de- 
scended in the seventh generation from 
John Osgood whose name appears. as a 
freeholder next in prominence to Govy- 
ernor Bradstreet’s upon the old Colonial 
records of the Town of Andover. John 
Osgood was the first representative to 
the General Court from the town to 
which be is thought to have given the 
name as he came from that part of Eng- 
lancin-the vicinity of Andover. — 

Mrs. Stevens was born on December 
20, 1831, at North Andover Centre in 
the house now owned by Mrs. Isaac 
Osgood, where she lived until the time 
of her marriage. “She received her edu- 
cation in the public schools. of Andover 
and was finished at Bradford Academy. 

Together Mr. and Mrs. Stevens have 
passed on down the fifty years~ of 
married life, doing well their part in its 
many sides. The old North church, has

CURATOR MOOREHEAD’S DISCOVERIES 


Andover’s Archaeological Department is Brought Into Great 
Prominence. -> 


The Boston Sunday Journal contained 
the following very interesting artiele on 
Mr. Moorehead’s. recent discoveries~ at 
Hopkinsville, Ky.

scrap Uf intormation from. the seat of 
the disCoveries is seized upon and dis- 
cusséd. Was there a’ race of human 
beings upon this continent before the 
Mound Builders? Was America the 
scene of the Garden of Eden, after all? 
Was there once a great empire covering 
the Western plains and having its seat 
of government at Newark, Ohio’ Did 
the human race develop on this conti- 
nent and afterward emigrate to Europe, 
as certain religious sects claim?

Thanks to the efforts of Representa- 
tive Edwin J Castle, it now seems prob- | 
able that the Lawrence and Methuen 
company will complete 
the work along their» line in Methuen, 
in accordance With their franchise, At 
least, it does not seem likely that the 


| company will secure the passage of the 
| bill allowing consolidation of the lines 
‘in Northern Massachusetts until that 


is done. 

It will be remembered that the com- 
pany petitioned the legislature a short 
time ago for the privilege of consolidat- 
ing the Northern Massachusetts roads, 
of the New Hampshire Traction com- 
pany into one company, to be known 
as the Northern Massachusetts Street 
Railway company. This was to in- 
clude all the lines of-the company in 
Northern ‘Massachusetts and of course 


| the..Lawrence.-and...Methuen~company 


was included. 

At the hearing which was held before 
the committee on street railroads, of 
which “Mr. Castle is a member, Ex- 
Representative J. E. Buswell pointed 
out that this line was the best paying 
one of the propostd consolidation, and 
that if it were included, {It would be 
made to bear the burdens of the other 
lines, and thus the town would suffer 
from the fact that the franchise would 
not be lived up to. Mr. Castle was op- 
posed to the consolidation until the 
company fulfilled the conditions of its 
franchise in Methuen. The commit- 
tee however, favored the general idea 
of* consolidation and finally reported 
favorably on the bill. Yesterday in the 
house when. the matter came up, Rep. 
Castle secured the vote to have the bill 
laid upon the table; until the company 
has complied with the’ franchise. This 
step was taken yesterday morning, but 
the result was immediate. At 3 o'clock 
yesterday?afternoon a gang of men was 
put at work near the, pumping station 
doing work which Mr. Lovell has prom- 
ised time and time again to attend to, 
but had not before given the least at- 
tention to it. : 7% 

The company in its franchise agreed 
to block pave the. street in front of 
the entrance toe the. pumping station, 


| but when the line was constructed, in- 


stead of doing so, cobblestones were 
used and trees were cut down, leaving 
‘the stumps protruding in-such a way 
as to be dangerous, 

Mr.Castle-as-a-member-of-the-water- 
board. interviewed Mr. Tovell several 
times on the matter and secured prom- 
ises fram him that the matter would 
be attended to at once. The promises 
breugh no results, however. Yesterday 
the men began their work and it is evi- 
dent “that 
“the satisfaction of the water board, 
for ff it is not done, Mr. Castle will do 
all in his power tg prevent the taking 
of the bill. from the table. The men 
have already begun to reptface the cob- 
blestones by block paving, in accord- 
ance,with the agreement. 

Another thing which must be done 
before the bill will be taken from the 
table, js the placing of lights along 
the line. These lights according to the 
franchise, were to be put in the follow- 
ing locations.

Whence the Worms? 


The Townsman asks for interesting 
the earthworm and 
xnives us these «questions to answer, 
Whence the worm’? and why so many 
every rainy morning? ‘They are indeed 
just plain, ordinary earthworms, but 
like many a familiar object’ they havea 
most interesting story, Upturn a sod, 
remove a stone or board, plough the 
field, and we find «his. wriggling worm 
working its way through the brown 
earth. Sometimes moving and stretch- 
ing its body from side to side, and in 
every direction, sometimes crawling 
backward, sometimes forward, many 
times pulling and sucking at tiny bits of 
leaves. s 

‘To many of us who have thought of 
the earthworm as serving only 
purpose and end, the purpose of the 
fisherman, andthe end of the fish-line, 
the following quotation from Darwin is 
most interesting. : 

In bis coniprehensive work on the 
“Formation of Vegetable Mould through 
the Action of Worms,” Darwin says, “it 
may be doubted whether there are 
many other animals that have played so 
important a part in the history of the 
world as liave these lowly organized 


creaturés.._-When-—-we-behold-a-wide, [7 


turf-covered expanse, we should re- 
member that its smoothness, on which 
so much of its beauty depends, is mainly 
due to all the inequalities having been 
slowly levelled by worms. It is a mar- 
vellous reflection.that the whole of the 
superficial mould over any such expanse, 
has passed, and will again pass’ every 


few years, through the bodies of worms, | ———_—_—_—_—_—_—_— es 


The plough is one of the most ancient 
and most valuable of man’s inventions, 
but long before he *existed the land was 
in fact regularly ploughed, and still con- 
tinues to be thus ploughed by earth- 
worms.”” 

A study of the habits and structure 
and conditions of life of the earthworm,, 
will show us how it has had a share and 
a large share in the formation~of-vege- 
table mould all over the Jand, and how 
it has been of service in Joosening the 
soil and making channels for air and 
water to penetrate. 

Professor Hodge— of Worcester, in-his 
most helpful work on Nature Study, 
tells us, that we'may watch this forma- 
tion of mould for ourselves, by keeping 
a few worms in garden earth or fine 
sand in an aquarium, and spreading the 
surface with dead leaves and grass. 

Like the toad, the bat and several of 
our moths, the worm is nocturnal. A 
fact. which._perhaps. explains why we 
have so little knowledge of its habits. 
So.if we wish to study them _in their 
natural surroundings we. must find 
them at night with a lantern. “Just 
after aygood rain in June is the best 
time.” They are generally.found with 
tail clinging to-the- burrow. and feeling 
and stretching .about. for food. or for. 
he’burrow. 

Darwin kept Worms in pots of earth 
in his study. He observed their habits 
of burrowing and the’ means by which 
they excavate by pushing away the 
earth and swallowing it. He proved 
that they have no sense of hearing what- 
ever and that they have only the slight- 
est sense of smell, noticing only strong 
odors like cabbage or onion. They have 
no eyes but seem to have a slow per- 
ception of light depending on its dura- 
tion and intensity. On the other hand 
like men born deaf and blind, they have 
a very acute sense of touch, darting into 


Prof. Hodge tells us that ‘lacking all 
the special senses that higher animals 
have. and use so much, if a worm lets go 
the burrow it cannot find it again, but 
is obliged to make a new one.- It may 
be lost within an inch of its home, and 
most of those we see about the pave- 
ments, die by drying up before they can 
find another place to burrow. 

In dry weather they stay under the 
ground feeding upon the materials they 
have gathered there. And since they 
come to the surface only through the 
night, and in large numbers only during 
wet weather, those that we see on the 
sidewalks in the morning are undoubt- 
edly the worms that have lost their 
burrows, in the earth near by and are 
slowly making their way over the hard 
pavement in a search for a place to 
make other burrows. ‘The study of the 
common worm “reveals the marvelous 
where we had expécted only the com- 
mon-place. {t brings a realization of 
the adaptation of a creature to its life 
by the perfection of minute detail. It 
opens our eyes to the balance of life that 
exists in all nature. It broadens and 
deepens our view of the universe.”
